Consta.S'tin-oi'LE, Deo. 2.— The Palace 
party are jubilant over tho Impression which 
has been oreatod by tho temporary with- 
drawal of H. M, S, Dryad, that tho Sultan 
has gained a victory over tho powers. It 
aooms, howover, that Bho withdrawal of tho 
gunboat was only a tomporary stop takou 
beoauso tho fanaticism of the Mussulman 
population had induced them to plan a 
rising bo soon aa tho warships should enter 
bho Bosphorous. In viow, however, of tho 
Sultan's oontinuod objoction to granting tho 
permission asked for, the AmbaBBudors have 
urranged for a mooting to consider tho 
situation, as while desirous of avoiding any- 
thing that would in any way tend to Induce 
disturbances or hinder tho work of restoring 
ordor, the powors are unanimously reBolvod 
to Insist upon their demands for extra 
guardships. In consequence tho notion as 
tho Palace party renders matters exceedingly 
dillioult to deal with as to demonstrate that 
tho Sultan has nob won his boasted victory 
iB almost certain to cause a roaction whioh 
might lead to an outbreak, and thoreforo If 
aatlon Is taken ib should be tho combined 
aotlon of the powers and not tho isolated 
aotion of Groat Britain for instanae. That 
if the passage of the Dardanelles bo forced it 
Bhoukl be dono by the warships of all the 
powers intoreBted, was the original under 
standing, bub Groat Britain, lb appears, was 
not disposed to delay matters beyond a cer- 
tain point. 

A gentleman attached to one of the em- 
bassies, when tho above view of tho latest 
developments in the situation was placed 
boforo him, said ho would nob bo aetonishod 
if tho Turkish otlioials wero right, buc he 
added that it looked as if Great Britain's 
objsot in Bonding tho Dryad to the Darda- 
nelles was to Bhow tho Sultan, and tho 
powers as woll, that, whilo beine desirous of 
acting in accord with the powers, Her 
Majesty's government was prepared to act 
alone, If compelled to do so.

The Government Candidates Likely 
to Be Elected-An Old Fash 
ioneel Snow Storm. 



The oourb presided over by cho clby 
ooroner, Dr. Crompton, and tho oity polioo 
department, of which Chief Sheppard is tho 
houd, came into collision yesterday in tho 
matter of tho Leo Sue Gib poisoning case, 
and as a result tho jury empanelled in that 
injuiry felt ib their duty to express tboir 
opinion of tho police in unmlstakeable lan 
guago contained in tho verdict finally 
roached- This finding bore bhe signature of 
Alex. Binnorman, foreman ; W. McCur- 
raoh, Wallor Dempatcr, Robert Hlggin- 
bottom, D. MoDougoll and W. Hodge, und 
read as follows : 

" We, the jurymon sitting ou this case iu 
oonnootion with tho death of a Chinaman, 
are uoublo from lack of evidence to return 
any but tho open verdict of ' found dead on 
Friday, 20th of November, on Cormorant 
etreet.' We also wish herewith to express 
our disapproval of the manner in which tho 
polioo havo aoted in connection with this 
case." 

When the Inquiry waa adjournod on Sat- 
urday it was for tho reason that tho polico 
had praotically no mutorial evidence to en- 
able the jury to reach an intelligent vordlot. 
Yesterduy was but little hotter. The polico 
kept ooronor and jury waiting for upwards 
of an hour, exploiting that a Chinese peddler 
wls having trouble on Government street 
and the barrack man bad to attend to him. 
When this'mittor had boen duly disposed 
of it was found that the evidenco was no 
moro complete than on Saturday, save for 
tho testimony of tho post mortem oxsminor, 
Dr, John Lang, Tho Doctor deposed to 
having found about six ounces of opium in 
the stomach, bub unless an analysis was 
made would not state positively that this 
waB the cause of death. 

There were numoroua Chinese frionds of 
tho dead man who had beon known to have 
told how tho deceased committed suicide 
and why, but none of them was called. 
Chief Shoppord axploinod that neither ho 
nor any of hla men could speak Chinese and 
ho had thoreforo ontruBtod the matter of 
looking tho case up to tho court interpreter, 
Ah Wing. Wing had every reason to be- 
lieve that the statement of the cobo ob con- 
tained in tho Colonist on Saturday morn- 
ing was tho corroob one, bub tho Chlneao 
who could havo borno the story out had pur- 
posely kept oub of tho way as thoy ubjectod 
to appearing aB witueaeea. 

The result wus that tho jury had practi- 
cally nothing to work upon and could do 
nothing oieo thun tfcsy did — return an open 
Tordiot.

Opening: of the Session— Tbe Presi- 
dent's Message to Come Down 
To-day, Tuesday. 



Party Caucuses — The Republicans 
Nominate Hon. Thomas Keed 
for the Speakership. 



Washington, Deo. 2. — Vice-President 
StevenBon oalled the aonate to order thla uf- 
tornoon and greotod hia colleagues Ina happy 
Bpoooh of weloomo. After prayer by Chap- 
lain Milburn tho roll oall w«a orderod. The 
Bwoaring in of tho newly olootod eenotors oc- 
cupied but a ahorb time, and an early ad- 
journment waB taken to allow the majority 
members to hold a cauoua, called for this 
afternoon, and dotormine upon plana for the 
reorganization of tho eonato. 

Tho usual mesBago waasont by both houses 
to tho President informing him of thoir 
mooting, hut tho moaeage of tho President 
will not bo rcceivod until to-morrow. Aftor 
the reading of tho President's message the 
houao will probably adjourn until Thursday, 
convening ou Thursday to adjourn immedi- 
ately until Monday. Those adjournments 
will continue probably until tho committees 
are announced. The secretary of tho treas- 
ury to-day trunBmittid to congress tho eati 
mated appropriations rf<julred for the fiscal 
year ending Juno ,'10, 1807, furnished by tho 
several executive dopartmonts, which aggro 
gate S418 091,073. The appropriations for 
the present year un.ounted to $122 753,204. 

The Republicans of tho house of represen- 
tatives met in caucus on Saturday night 
and unanimously nominated ex-Spoakor 
Thomaa B Reed, of Maine, for apeaker of 
the Fifty-fourth oongresr, Hon. Gulusha 
Grow, who waa apeukor of tho houBein 1859, 
preeonted Mr. Reed's name, and the nomin- 
ation was made by a rising vote amid oheera. 
Mr. Grow, Mr. Cannon and Mr. Puyno es- 
corted Mr Reed to the hall, and when the 
cheering whioh greeted hiB appsaracca had 
subsided ho made a brief Bpeecb of accept- 
ance 

In tho oouree of his remarks Mr. Roed 
said : " We must not forget that our first 
and greatest duty Is to do all wo can to re- 
store confidence to tho business, and that 
wo mint avoid all buBlneaa legislation except 
in the direction of improved business. 
Rather t':an run risks we can afford to wait 
until well matured plans give us aesuraucea 
of permanent benefit. Crudo and haBty leg- 
islation is abovo all things to bo shunned. 
Could we ciuae our immense popular major- 
ity to oveilliw into tho other brauchea 
of tho government, and could we 
have full control, wo would create, not a 
perfoot world pernaps, buo a world rather 
more fit to live in than wo have lately had. 
Even aa tbirgs are, I do not for a moment 
doubt that patriotic instincts will lead ua to 
make every sacrifice except of prinoiplo to 
reacue our country from ita tomporary dis- 
aster. 

" Not only have we been elected by tho 
overwhelming voto of the people as their 
servants, but as the house of representatives, 
of whioh we are tho majority, the right to 
initiate taxation for tho people ia by the con- 
stitution placed in our handn as a aacred 
trust which wo have no right to surrender, 
and which all partiee, however they differ 
on other things, will assuredly maintain. 
Thftt wo shall bo roady at all times to furn- 
ish adequate revenue for the government 
according to our senso of duty, no man can 
doubt. This ia the groat nation of this hem- 
isphere, and whilo wo have no desire to in- 
terfere with other natione, wo shall main- 
tain our poaition with firmnoss and self- 
respect, and at tho samo lime with careful 
consideration of facts and conservatism of 
action which shall leave no bad question to 
trouble our futuro. In thiB I trust tho 
whole government and all ita branchea will 
be in accord with each other and with the 
people." 

Ac the caucua held by (32 members of 
the Demooratio minority assembled in cau- 
oua, ox-speaker CriBp was nominated for a 
Bocond term in that office, tho nomination 
being made by Mr. Richardson, of Tonnes- 
see, tho nomination being unanimously en- 
dorsed. 

Mr. Richardaon spoko of tho election of 
Mr. Crisp to tho apeaker>hip of the Fifty- 
Bocond congress by the 240 Democrats after 
a Bharp and brilliant contest, of hia election 
a aecond time by the 215 Domocrats of the 
Fifty-third congreap, and said they had met 
a third time to honor him, " a small band of 
struggling patriots, with full knowledge 
that tho declaration will bo Impotent. 
Why," ho continued, " this is not tho occa- 
sion or placo to inquiro. I believe It is not 
because any great uumbor of thoso who have 
horoto'oro followed tho Den.ocratio standard 
have dosertcd their 11 ig. Our party haB 
heretofore buried In forgotten graves ovory 
political organization that over contended 
againat it, and wo havo an abiding faith 
that it will do the samo with ita prea 
ent great rival. To do so all strife should 
oeaso in our own family, and wo should 
chooEe as loaders in all tho states and dis- 
tricts such fearleBO and patriotic Democrats 
us tho gentlemen wo are about to nominate. 
Wo ahould inscribe ou ourbvur.tr p-.'iey 
and principles of tho groat i. -\nt 
Demooraoy, lay aside all now-Li, a l.u * oo 
trineB, and continue Iho batt'o for a re- 
duction of tho taxation of tho poople ; to 
give them ohoapor clothing and supplloo ; 
to broaden and make hotter marketa for tho 
producta of our farma and manufactories ; to 
reduce tho public exponao ; for groator 
simplicity in our national affairs ; for homo 
rule and self government ; for i.n ample cir- 
culating medium for our trade and com- 
merce ; for sound monoy, the gold and silver 
coinage of our constitution, and then the 
Demooraoy will bo again triumphant and 
the country will bo redeemed and regener- 
ated." 

Mr. Crisp responded briillp, expressing 
his thanks. Tho beat of feeting provailed, 
and there was no tendency to bring tho 
financial ciuestion forward, although tho 
gold and Bilvor loadora were both proaont.

KOREA'S QUEEN. 

Horrible Circumstances Attending tho Mur- 
der of the Wife of tho Cowardly King. 

Taco.ua, Deo. 2 — Otlioers of tho steam- 
ship Tacoma from tho Orient, furnish the 
following partioulars of tho asBaBsination of 
the Quoon of Korea : Aftor tho rebels broke 
into tho palace, killing fiftoon womon ln- 
waiting in a horrlblo mannor, they secured 
tho Queen and hor maids, placod them In 
sacks and carried them outside tho palace, 
whore their bodies was slashed with knives, 
then placed in a roaring firo kindled for tho 
purpose, tho bodiea being wholly dostroyed. 
Large quantities of oil woro placod on tho fire, 
and the rebels danced about the lUrncs aa 
tho remains woro burned to ashos. Tho 
Queen's mothor commljted suicldo on hear- 
ing tho fato of her daughter.

COLONIAL POLICY. 

The Duke of Devonshire Declares the Salis- 
bury Government Is Aiming to Improve 
Relations With tho Dependencies. 

(From tho Canadian Gnzctto, November li.) 

Speaking st tho Cutler's feaafc ab Sheffiold 
last Thursday the Duke of Dovonshlro gavo 
a further indloatlon of the sorioua purpose 
which Lord Salisbury's government has In 
view In its colonial polioy. Ho said : Ono 
cause, no doubt, which has ohecked and hin- 
dered our commercial and Industrial pros- 
perity has boon tho protective polioy pursued 
by foreign countries. (ChoerB ) Ab a free 
trader — and I do nob hesitate to say thab I 
am still a froo trador (hoar, hear) — I believe 
that foreign countries ir jure themsolves still 
moro than they injure ub by thoir protective 
and linatilo tarilfe ; but, whatovor may bo 
tho effect of these tariffs, there is no doubt 
thab their commercial polioy has checkod 
and hindored tho progress of our industries. 
(Hoar, hear ) I an. afraid I nannot give my 
adhesion to tho polioy whioh I think one of 
my friends horo — one of your representa- 
tives — would advooato in order to resist thia 
system of commercial warfaro. But there 
aro large portiona of tho world whlob aro oo- 
cupiod, not by foreign nationB, bub by our 
own colonies. (Hoar, hear. ) There, at all 
events, wo might expect to find new outlets 
for our industrioti and . commerce. (Hoar, 
hear.) From our great self-governing colon- 
ies wo have not always rocelvod all tho en- 
couragement and assistance whioh wo might 
oxpect. (Hear, hoar.) Ib Is quite true, I 
believe, that In tho groator numbor of c»bos 
tho colonial tariffs are framed rather with 
reapocb to revenuo than for proteotivo pur- 
poses ; but for whntevor purpoao they havo 
been framed, they hove the tendency of re- 
trioting and impoding the full freodom of 
our commercial interoourso with them. 

IiKTTKR RELATIONS WITH THE COLONIES. 

We have in ourjcolonial system no right 
and no desire to meddle in tho slightest de- 
groo with tho commercial policy which any 
of our aelF-gnve rning cnlonieB may thiuk It 
rieht to adopt, but It may be in tho power 
of a government, backed with a atropg 
maj >rity and with soma tlmo and leiauro at 
its disposal, to take somo stepa in the direc- 
tion of bringing about a better Bts >! of rela- 
tions betwoon ourselves and OU' colonies. 
(Cheers) If we can do any hing to 
strengthen the tleB whioh bind ua together, 
to removo obstacles whioh still Beparato us, 
to prepare the way for a closer union, if at 
somo future time tho Mothor Country and 
the colonies should desire a closer union— if 
wo can take somo steps in this direction, we 
shall not only bo doing aomothlng to bring 
ua nearer to a great and glorious goal, but 
every stop thab wo can take will bring its 
immediate reward in oponing to ub now 
meana of oommunicition and now outlotB for 
our induatries to tho colony to whioh that 
step appliee. (Cheers ) Ib is in thin direc- 
tion that tho government of which I havo 
the honor of being %. member hopes and in- 
tends to move. It is in this direction thab 
the Mlnlstor most closely charged with the 
direction of our colonial affairs, Mr. C'aam- 
berlain — Ib ia in tho direction of improving 
our relations with our self govorning 
colonies that ho and wo hopo to bo able to 
mako some progress. (Cheers,) With re- 
gard to our orown colonies, for the policy jf 
which we are directly responsible, tho 
policy of the present government has boon 
atill more fully explained. Within a very 
few w.eeks of his accession to office Mr. 
Chamberlalc spoko of these vast possessions 
of the crown, and compared them to the 
umpire of the Romans. Hu reminded us of 
tho traces w"hich tho Romans had left, 
wherever thoir ompire had extended, of 
public works and roada and harbors and 
other moans of communication, and ho ap- 
pealed to tho public opinion of this country 
to aid tho government in tho development) of 
this whioh ho called our great estate, and he 
has given further development to thoao Ideas 
in a speech whioh probtbly most of yen 
have read, and which he delivered only yet- 
terday. 



HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

The New Minister Kofuaea to Express ills 
Opinion— Union With the United 
States Not Distasteful. 



Washington, Dao. 2.— Francis M. Hatch, 
tho now Hawaiian minister who has juBt ar- 
rived horo, Bayfi : "My government do- 
sires mo to bo particularly cautious in my 
utterances about tho rolatlons bobwoeti 
Hawaii and tho Unitod Statee. Sinco I 
lauded at San Frrncisco I havo been fre- 
quently importuned for an expression re- 
garding tho qu«stion of annexation and 
o'hor subjects of diplomatic intorcourso bo- 
tweon tho two governments. I was com- 
pulled to refuse an expression and shall havo 
to adhero to thab plan until I have formally 
presented myself to Secretary Olnoy. I 
havo noticed a veryfrlondly fooling toward 
tho Government I ropreBent in thopoporo of 
tho United S:atop, and I regret that I can- 
nob oblige- 'io p>-eas ab this tlmo with somo 
statement. " 

When asked if thero had been a change 
ono way or tho other In the annexation fool- 
ing at Honolulu, Mr. Hatoh replied oau- 
tlously : " I fool quite Buro there haB boon 
no chango." Notwithstanding tho now min- 
ister's roticenco, ib Is stated that he comoB 
hero authorfzsd by his govornmenb to pro- 
mote tho cauBO of annexation in every yro- 
per way. Mr. Castlo said ho would leave 
for Now York as soon aa ho cun present his 
compliments to Socrotary Olnoy, and aftor 
a short vialb 'o tho Eaat would Ball fur Hon- 
olulu. Ho haB mode a very good record 
during hiB brief sojourn at the capital.

MANITOBA'S ATTITUDE. 

A K°od many men and a good many nows- 
paperB whun they oagorly desire a thing 
straightway predict that it is certain to 
oome to pass before long. Thoy Beom to 
imagine that their prophecy, no matter how 
Blight the grounds for it may bo, will bring 
about its own fulfilment. Tho utterances of 
politicians and newspapers on the oituation 
in Manitoba must convince tho intelligent 
observer that this weakness, this folly, 1b 
much more common than reasonable people 
are willing to admit it to Ijs. Almost ovory 
fine who la not a hot-hoaded bigot or an 
Unreasoning partisan earnestly doairos that 
the Manitoba school question Bhould bo 
Settled by tho Manitobans theniaolves, and 
that interference in the matter by tho 
Federal Parliament will be unneceaaary. 
(They believe that auoh a consummation 
would bo most desirable from every point of 
view. Some of these persons, knowing that 
causes are very seldom advanced by moro 
hoping and wishing, have got it into their 
heads that there may bo some virtuo in 
prophesying. They may, too, think that 
thoy will ploaso people by tolling them what 
they want to hoar, bo they venture the pre- 
diction that Mr. Greenway and hits col- 
leagues in tho Government of Manitoba aro 
willing to make a comprotnlae with the 
authorities in Ottawa and that the griev- 
ance of tho denominational minority 
will bo in a fair way to bo redreaaod bo- 
fore the second of January. Tho story haB 
been repeated by many who would liko it to 
he truo, without inquiry aa to its origin or 
whether or net it is in accordance with fuctB. 
So widely haaic been circulatodand ao accept- 
able is it to very many patriotic Canadians 
that wo havo no doubt that it iB believed by 
them as well-established truth. Tboee 
good pooplo will be surprised and pained lo 
loam that thoro ia not the (-lightest ground 
for tho prediction or report. Neither Mr. 
Greenway nor anyone aaaoclatod with him 
in tho Govornmont, aB far as can be learned, 
has whiaporod a word about a compromise 
tEhey have not givon tho slightoat sign that 
they have any intention to rocode 
from tho poeition thoy took when 
they roplied to tho romodial order, Tho 
Govornmont organ, tho Winnipeg Tribuno, 
scouto tho idea of concession or compromise. 
In its issuo of tho 27ch ult., in an article 
bearing tho Bignifioant title " Manitoba 
Stands Firm,'' it denounces any suggestion 
of retreat or compromise in tho atrongoat 
torma. Commenting upon tho article in tho 
Montreal Star, which wo roproduood a few 
daya ago, it aayH : 

It may aa woll bo understood that Mani- 
toba will not make merchandise of her 
autonomy, great though hor interest in tho 
fiscal policy of tho oountry undoubtedly ia. 
It is uaoloaa fur tho Ottawa Govornmont and 
its mouthplooou to endeavor to oroato tho 
impreaaion that Mr. Greenway haa tho 
aobtlement of thiB queation in hia handa. 
Thore is no evidence that ho or any member 
of his cablneb haa bho slightoat Intention, or 
boob any obligation, moral or political, on 
the part of this provinoo, bo budgo onn inch 
from our present pooitlon, till our autonomy 
is fully recognized and ovory shrod of 
menace and intorforonca has disappeared. 
If ho showed any Bymptoms of woakening 
his govornmont would not survive the first) 
division in tho legislature This is a ques- 
tion in which it is tho paramount duty of 
tho people of Manitoba to thomBolvoa and to 
posterity to Btand firm, and it will bo found 
that thuy will nob shrink from thab duty, no 
matter what tho oonaequoncos may bo. Tho 
Morelmminonb tho criaia, tho more roaoluto 
thoy aro in bholr determination to put an 
ond to any hope that a compromise in thiB 
mattor may sorvo aa a prooodont for futuro 
toying with thoir rights aa a provinco. 

Thn probability iB thab tho Tribuno in 
thia matter speaks with authority ; thab ib 
represents tho determination not only of tho 
men forming tho .Govornmont of Manitoba 
but a vory oonaldorablo 'proporblon of bho 
olootorato. it la nob likely thab thn Tribuno 
would expross itaolf as strongly as ib doos if 
it did nob feol itself well baoked up by its 
party in the Provinco. Ib had on provlous 
ocoiflJonB opposed the idoa of oompromiBo in 



tho strongest terms. Thia ia what ib said 
on thab subjeot in a late numbor : 

There are oaaea in whioh oompromiBe ia 
wise and justifiable ; there aro oases in 
which it ia dlahonorable and urjjuab. Thoro 
are times when one may yield a pcint and 
atill maintain his honor and hla Belf-respect, 
and there are times when tho alightost varia- 
tion from the straight path of duty would 
brand one us a coward and a traitor. We 
have in Manitoba roaohod just that point 
when it is necessary for us to docido whether 
wo shall bo loyal to truth and juatlco, or 
whethor wo shall foraako principle for the 
aako of a tomporary peace with a parb of our 

population Bub thia we can 

aBBuro him, bhab the people of Mani- 
toba, and therefore tho Government of 
Munitoba, have come to a doolBion on 
thia question. Thoy have done that 
whioh ia right, and legislated In suoh a man- 
ner thab enduring peace will follow their 
efforts, and thoy wlllsbond by their deoialon 
to the ond. What oare we for tho Dominion 
govornmont and ita remodial legislation? 
(jure ib ia to do our duty, and fear not. 
Manitobans aro nob cowarda. They aannot 
bo intimidated by any auoh cowardly uttor- 
anoea aB thoao of our weathercock contem- 
porary. " Compromiao or burat," says tho 
Week — or Is ib Principal Grant? "Compro- 
mise or Iobo control," aayi tho Free Prose. 
Well, we may burst, or bust, if tho term is 
preferable, and the Dominion government 
may step in botwoon ua and tho control of 
our achoola ; but ono thing ia cortain, we 
shall havo tho courage of our convictions. 
Wo have motod out evon juatiao to all, and 
wo shall stand tho consequences, and, if the 
Dominion govcrnmonb darea to act, ib alono 
will be reaponaiblo for tho chaoa that may 
follow. 

Tho spirit ovinced by tho Tribune ia moat 
deplorable, bub as an indication of tho way 
in which propoaala of compromiao aro regard- 
ed by bho party in power in Manitoba bho 
orticlea of tho Government organ aro moro 
to bo depended upen than tho aoothing ro- 
porta and the pleasant predictiona of thceo 
who give utterance to what thoy wIbIi and 
whab they hope rather than what thoy know 
about the attitudo of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment on bhe school quoabion. Ib ia nob tho 
part of wisdom to give heed to thoaa who, 
without authority, declare that tho Manito- 
ba difficulty will ba Boon and easily sur- 
mounted, when thero ia tho atrongeBt evi- 
dence bo force ua to tho conolualon thab thero 
is no likelihood of ita being speedily and am- 
icably sottlod. 



CONGRESS. 



The Unltod States CongreBB mob yesterday. 
Thoro aro many aurmiaoa aa to how it will 
do ita work. Thero aro many quoations in 
tho Great Republic that should be firmly 
and honoatly dealt with, lis currency ia in 
a very unstable condition. Through the 
failure of CongreBB to doal with ib intelli- 
gently and patriotically, tho business of tho 
country haa boon for years in a fovoriBh and 
an inaecuro condition. Will tho present 
Congress ploce ib on a firm basia '! Tho Re- 
publicans aro said to bo souod on tho 
currency queation, and the Republicans 
havo now majorities in both tho Houeo of 
Representatives and the Senate. It Ib well 
known thab tho President is most anxious for 
currency reform and thero can bo no doubt 
that ho will approve of any currency meas- 
uro thab will relievo buaiueaa of the uncer- 
tainty from whioh ib has Buffered -of Iato 
years. Ho has shown that party oonaldera- 
tiona havo no wolghb with him aa far as tho 
currency question ia concerned. Can as 
muoh be said of tho leading Republicans in 
tho Housob of Congreaa '! Mr. Rood who will 
doubt bo the Speaker of the 
new Houeo haa nob been exactly aB 
consistent on financial questions ua ho might 
have boon, and there are senators who may 
thia year, aa thoy did onoo bofore, prefer 
tho interests of party to thoeo of tho coun- 
try. Then thoro are many in the States 
who aro convinood that changes should be 
made in tho tariff ao that Ib may bo more In 
accord with bhe viewa of the majority. 
Others, again, say that what tho business 
men of the oountry want more than any- 
thing olso is stability in trado, and this ib 
oannot havo If material changes are fre- 
quently made In tho tariff. Thia &gaio Ib a 
question fn which the intoreata of induBtriea 
and syndicates and cliques claBh with thoae 
of tho public Will CongreBB legislate on 
tho tariff with a slnalo oyo lo tho gonoral 
woifuro, or will it find exoueea to meddlo 
with ib in bho interests of porsons and 
sections ? 

Tho revenue, eo far, under tho prcBent 
tariff haB boon insufficient to moeb the de- 
mands upon it. Thero was a deficit lant 
year, and for tho first aix months of tho cur- 
rent year tho expenditure will exceed tho 
reeoipta. The Bupportsrs of tho Adminia- 
tration say that the cuatomo revonuo ia in- 
oroaaing, and that ib will go on increasing, 
so that in a vory short time, if Cougroaa Ib 
caroful in tho mattor of appropriations, thero 
will bo a surplua Instead of a doficlt. Tho 
question ia, will the Republican Congress 
give tho Democratic tariil a ohanoo 
to fulfil tho prediction of its 
framera '.' Will it inBtituto a policy 
of economy and regulate expenditure in 
such a way that it will nob exceed tho 
rovonuo '! Itj iB confidently prodiotod that 
tho tariff will bo bo changed and that tho 
oxpouditure will bo so arranged aa to do the 
Domocrata tho greatest possible harm at tho 
coming presidential election, and to give tho 
Republicans tho chance to olaim credit for 
any improvement thab may bo made — that, 
in short, CongroeB will work for party and 
nob for tho country. It la to bo hoped that 
thia prediction will prove false. 



THE PSESS. 



Tho editor of tho Review of Reviews sets 
down bho Journallsb.'bobh of Groat Britain 
and tho Unitod Stabos aB bho " ohlof onomy 
of poaco." lb must bo oonfoBSod that many 
of the articles that havo laboly appoared in 
tho British and Amorlean nowapapera have 
had a tendency to aggravato and oomplioato 
international misunderstandings and dis- 
agreements. Tho languago whioh bho Indig- 
nant editor uses, ia oortainly strong but 
many newspaper roadora will bo ready to 
say that ib ia nob sbrongor than tho unwise 
and unpabrloblo course purauod by many 



journaliats call for. Mr. Stead in his re- 
morkB on bho Progress of the World Bays : 

Tho storm oloud whioh threatened baa not 
yot burat, and with every day'a respito there 
is hope that the 6ky may clear and tho rum- 
bling of distant thunder die away along tho 
horizon. At proBent the alarums of war are 
only audiblo in newspaper offices, for the 
Journalist is fast coming to be recognized as 
bhe worsb enemy of bhe poaoe of 
tho world. Forty or fifty years 
ago our fathers used to bolieve 
tliub tho reign of the pen was likely to sup 
ortede tho moro eangulnary rule of the 
Bword. Uof jrtunatoly experienco proves 
that tho men who wield tho pon are far letB 
weighted with responsibility, and far more 
rookleBB in inciting to international quarrela 
than the aoldlera who aro at loaat steadied 
by a realising norme of tho immontity of the 
issues of peaoo and war, and tho ghastly 
possibilities of milibary defoat. It ia not 
tho Sovereigns or tho Statesmen of tho O il 
World and tho Now who will make the next 
war ; it Beems more than probablo thabita out- 
break will be forced by tho journalista whoso 
hot-headed sensationalism and reckleas in- 
difference to overy consideration of human- 
ity and civilization would richly justify their 
execution as public malefactors. ' ' Tho 
Hebrew proverb refers to tho oasting of 
firebrands as one of tho distinctive murks 
of a fool, If thia wero true in the compara- 
tively arohaio condition of ancient Palestine, 
beforo gunpowder was invented, whab can 
be thought of tho criminal lunacy of those 
Irresponsible scribblers who Insist upon 
hurling thoir journalistic firebrands hroud 
oasb in Ihe powdor-magonlno of tho modern 
world ? Ib was said of old time to bo sport 
for a fool to do mischief, and tho progreaa of 
oivilizatton dues not aoem to havo changed 
tho character »l tho fool, excepting ao fur ua 
ib haa intensified his capacity for injuring 
hla neighbors. 

The w.y in which American journaliata 
are writing aboub tho dlepubo bobwoon Groab 
Britain and Vonezuola would load their 
thoughleaa readora to bolitvo that it la ao 
light u thing for two oivilmd nations to fly 
at oach other's throats, that thoy ought to 
do so when the matter in dispute is com- 
paratively trivial, and with whioh ouo of 
the two haa no direct concorn, Tho courae 
purauod by a largo proportion of tho United 
Statea presB on that quoetion juatificoa evory 
word contained in Mr. Stoad's sweeping 
condemnation. If tho press of tho United 
Statea wields iho influenoe which many of 
its admirers doclarea that ib poaeosBea, war 
between Groat Britain and tho United 
Statea cannot bo far off. But that preeB 
haB loab much of the powsr it onco exorclaod 
and tho consequonco la that its fulmlnations 
are comparatively harmless.

A Brent Convenience for Sealers -Now Vessels 
fur the Victoria Fleet. 

Tho sotvlc"" of thippinc; mas'ers on the 
west ooasb of V.noouver Isl .ud b. va, during 
tho past fo>v years, baon considered of 
absolute necessity to prevent, trouble when 
Indian crows are being Bhippcd fjr sealing 
schooners. Thia was specially manifested 
laaD aeaaon when cinoh diiliouliy was en- 
countered by some of tho sealing eohoonera.

PROFESSIONAL BASEBALL. 

Something About the New Pacific Leaguf, 
Which is to Include a Victoria Team. 

Tho organization has at last been complet- 
ed of tho " Now Pacific Loaguo of Profes- 
sional Biseball Cluba,'' with a aircuit of 
Portland, Soattle, Taaotna and Victoria ; 
and a mooting is to bo hold at Portland early 
in January to arrango a fivo months'.! soaBon 
of throo or four gameB oaoh wook, begin- 
ning in April or May and ending in Septem- 
ber or OctLbor. Mr. J. Rooho, of Portland, 
prosident of tho new loaguo, writes that the 
prospoots of a livoly season in basohall cir- 
cles are vory bright and considers that tho 
new venturo should bo a groat buccgsb. To 
secure the permanency of the league tho per- 
centage plan haa boon tidoptDd so as to pro- 
vide for an equitable diviaiou nf tho gate 
reooiptB. A sinking fund of $2,000 as a 
nuoleus will ba established for insuring the 
protection of tho players and this will be 
added to from tho receipts of each game 
played. Tho fund remains in the treasurer's 
hands till the close of the season, whon.pro- 
vidod tha club obligations aro mot, includ- 
ing tho players' salaries, tho fund will be 
divided pro rata among tho members of tho 
loaguo. Tho conatitu Ion of the loaguo has 
been oarefully prepared and atrinRent rules 
laid down to ensure honoat sport. 

The now league, to protect itself from 
depredations from major organization!!, haa 
subscribed to tho national agreement of pro- 
fessional baseball clubs, and has secured the 
right of reservation undor Class B, Tho 
first inauree tho several cluba their players 
throughout the playing aoason, and tho sec- 
ond prevents their boing drafted by other 
leaguos in tho higher classes for tho follow- 
ing season without tho payment of a stipu- 
lated sum for each player so drafted. Thia 
retaina tho sorvlces of a young player devel- 
oped by a local club for tho following soason, 
or paya tho dub for the loss sustained by the 
drafting of such player. 

' Taking everything into consideration," 
writBB Mr. Rocho, " (hero ia no reason why 
'Tho Now Pacific Leaguo of Professional 
Baseball Clubs,' atarting, as it does, with a 
compact oirouit and a good Bum of monoy in 
tho treasury, should not provo a buccobb 
financially and otherwise." 

Th- compactness of tho circuit of tho new 
leaguo la another thing to iusuro its success. 
Tht<re aro no long jumps across great moun- 
->ins, as was the c»so in former leagues, in- 
volving a losa of time and much expense in 
travelling. Tho four cities are sufficiently 
cloao together to avoid loeing a ainglo day 
in travel. The acquisition of Victoria gives 
an international character to tho loaguo, and 
will no doubt arouse quite a rivalry botwoon 
tho British Columbians and the Americans. 
BrltiBh Columbia haa never had a profes- 
sional baseball club, but Victoria especially 
ia mado up of sport-loving people, who sup- 
port anything In the lino of good and honoat 
aport. Profeasional baseball clubs from tho 
Sound cities have visited Victoria, Van- 
couver and other citioa of the province, und 
have always played to largo crowds.

York Tribune, the next move of Dame 
Fashion is to bring in the Mario An- 
toinette gowns with their artificial 
prettiuess and the waistcoats and jackets 
and ruffles of that period. All this is 
apropos of a model by Felix of an even- 
ing gown, the skirt of which sweeps a 
very little in the back, what train there 
is being full and broad, and it pud's up 
very full on each side, giving a bouffant 
effect over the hips, The skirt is of 
heavy almond green satin, that fashion- 
able and becoming shade, and is em- 
broidered all over in a daisy pattern. 

Tho corsage is a fitted, pointed basque 
of the satin cut with a quaint square 
decolletagc, and a husk is inserted in 
front to give the old time straight effect. 
There is a little lace and silver embroid- 
ery about the neck, but the character 
qf the gow n is one of severe simplicity. 
The elbow i !i eves start from a long 
shoulder seam and are composed of 
three volants, but the effect, compared 
to the modes of today, isof a very small 
sleove, and the natural curve of the 
shoulder looks particularly well. 

Felix's evening gowns, wraps and 
negligees are very unique and wonderful, 
hut as yet his daytime models are con- 
ventional and show very few marked 
changes from those of last season. Per- 
haps this very fact is worthy of com- 
ment. 

A useful afternoon dress is of black 
satin, ami tor the woman who must 
make frequent changes on a small dress 
allowance there is no better investment. 
In this case the skirt is cut flaring, but 
with many seams, and is untrimmed.

Fl8h and Egg Pie. 
Fish pie, so common in bohio parts of 
England, is comparatively little known 
among American housewives. To load- 
ers desirous of experimenting in this 
line, the following recipe is recommend- 
ed : 

Cover a plate thinly with flaky paste, 
and cover that with cooked solo in small 
fillets, season to taste, and brush them 
over with enough whito sauco or cream 
to moisten I hem, coat these with hard 
boiled eggs in slices, and repeat tho coat- 
ing; herbs maybe added at discretion. 
Instead of the white sauco or cream, a 
morsel of curry paste may bo mixed 
with gravy or stock' to a thinnish paste. 
This is admirable if the fillets havo been 
fried or baked. There is one point that 
■should be borne in mind : There must 
bo far less moisture added than in a pin 
with a top crust only, for tho simple 
reason that an excess of tho same liquid 
would make the imderorust heavy. 



DRAWN WORK ON LINEN. 

How to Make n Drawn Work Border In 
Web Pattern. 

A beautiful border in drawn work 'is 
tho web pattern, it is especially line 
for a linen handkerchief. Begin m 
about one-quarter of an inch inside tho 
hemstitch if for a handkerchief and 
draw a bonier of threads an inch deep. 
When drawn, pick up every throe 
threads and hemstitch them regularly, 
top and bottom, not alternating, but a 
plain hemstitch on both sides. Next be- 
gin at the corner and draw tho cotton 
straight across to the center of the 
drawn threads and tie every four bunches 
(of three threads each) together in a 
cluster with a tight twist. 

This gives one straight thread right 
across the center of tho work on every 
side of the handkerchief. Next tie each 
bunch of three, or cluster, as we will 
call it, separately with a twist knot one- 
eighth of an inch from the top, always 
carrying the cotton from ono to the 
other. When the four clusters are tied, 
carry tho thread down to one-eighth of 
an inch below tho center knot of the 
next four and tie in tho same manner. 
Then carry it up to the top of next four, 
as in the first one, alternating all across. 
This leaves the upper half of ono and 
tho lower half of tho next tied. 

A second thread is tied in the same 
manner one-eighth of ;m inch below the 
first, and a third ono one-eighth of an 
inch below the second. 

Work the lower set of clusters in the 
same way, beginning with tno first 
thread one-eighth of an inch below tho 
center knot, and carry it upward to tho 
upper half of the next cluster. This 
fills in the odd half of each cluster, and 
as each thread is crossed by tho cotton 
being used tiea twist knot, which makes 
three ties for each thread or nine tics be- 
tween each (duster. That keeps it round 
and gives tho wdiole a serpentine web 
offect, explains The Housewife, author- 
ity for the foregoing. In tho corners, 
where there are no clusters, simply tie 
every thread as it is crossed. 

Child's Pinafore* 

A very pretty pinafore may bo made 
of checked toweling, embroidered with 
daisies in birdseye stitch, worked in

linen floss to match. Modern Priscilla 
gives an attractive design for ono of 
these pinafores, which is trimmed with 
a narrow crochet edge, worked in color- 
ed cotton.

Bake as 
for a cake and serve with butter and 
sugar sauce When fresh peaches are out 
of season, substitute canned peaches. 



Musical Helps and Hints. 

A cavatinn is a melody of more sim- 
ple form than an aria, a song without a 
second part and without a "Da Capo." 
Tho term is often misapplied. 

Tho abbreviation "ten." is from 
tenuto and signifies "held." It is used 
to draw at tent ion to the fact that par- 
ticular notes or chords are to be sustain- 
ed for their lull value where there are 
a great many staccato phrases in con- 
trust. 

It may be said that the whole art of 
violin playing lies in the bowing — that 
is, in the correct use of the bow and the 
proper phrasing of violin music. This 
art cait.be learned only from competent 
instructors, and a teacher who cannot 
answer quest ions concerning reverse) and 
separate bowing is not a competent in- 
structor. The violin isa difficult instru- 
ment to master, but sufficient proficiency 
may bo acquired with constant practice 
and competent instruction to enable the 
performer to play tho simpler composi- 
tions of good writers of violin music in 
from three to five years. 

There is considerable dispute .among 
authorities as to the exact position of 
tho contralto voice. Some persons claim 
that it isa voice between mozno soprano 
and alto, a low mezzo voice, while oth- 
ers claim, and with good reason for tho 
claim, that the terms contralto and alto 
aro synonymous. Tho alto used folio 
applied to the highest of tho three di- 
visions of the male voice, and in its 
etymological sense means high. Tho fo- 
male alto is properly called the counter 
alto, or contralto, and is, strictly speak- 
ing, tho lowest of tho threo divisions of 
tho female voice. Achaugoof terms has 
come about of recent; years which gives 
tho term alto incorrectly to tho feiualo 
voico, according to a writer in Tho La- 
dies' Homo Journal, the authority for 
tho forfigoiug hints.

Suspended 
Poutlluir aH luveutigatiou 
of Hia Conduct. 



His Wife's Story of Ill-Treatment on 
Both Sides of the 
Atlautic 



City Polico ConatableJjThoma} VY. Kav- 
anaugh was on Saturday laac informed by 
Chief of Police Sheppard that certain 
charges having been preforrod against him 
he would consider himself under suspension 
until suoh time as tho complaint in quootion 
could bo fully investigated by tho Commis- 
sioners. Ho was informod thab tho Com- 
missioners would notify him as to the dato 
oHbho Inquiry, and that ho would in good 
timo bo furnished with a copy of tho charges 
— which had boon preferred by hia wife. He 
waa at tho samo timo informed that tho 
complaint doalb ontiroly with hia domestic 
a Hairs, tho manner of tho performance of 
his duties as an officer not being roferrod to. 
This in itself was quite enough to cause 
mild exoitomenb In polico oiroleB, bub this 
increased yesterday whon ib waB announced 
thab tho suaponded officer had disposed of 
tho oontonts of his house on Menziea Btreet 
and had takon up hia residonoe no one 
knows whore. His wifo oamo to tho police 
station In itho early morning, without Bhoes 
on her foot, to aBk if Kavanaugh had bsen 
there and to bring the news that ho hud sold 
every pioco of furniture in the house and 
left hor and thoir child without a word of 
explanation. 

Mra. Kavanaugh ia ab present boing 
kindly cared for at tho home of ConBtablo 
Gilchrirt on Pioneer Btreet, whero Bho was 
seen by a member of the Colonist stall' last 
evening aDd told her Btory of marital un- 
happiness both hero and in tho County 
Clare, whero she was murriod about three 
years ago. Kavanaugh waa ab that timo in 
the Irish constabulary, and tho marriage waa 
e. secret one as ho had not been long enough 
on tho foroe to receive permission to take a 
wifo. They lived happily for ten months, 
until tho baby cime, and then Kavanaugh 
purch&Bed hia discharge and loft her, saying 
that ho was going to Liverpool to securo a 
position on tho city foroe. Ho borrowed 
i'ijO from his wifo at this time, hor pooplo 
being woll-to-do, and the next word Bho had 
from him was in a letter from Quoenstown 
in which ho stated that he was going to 
Melbourne. Sho heard no more from nini 
until this year. 

At tho time of his leaving Ireland, Mrs. 
Kavanaugh explains, he left numerous bills 
unpaid, chiefly for clothing, shoea and 
jewelry, There was also an order on the 
Globe lund, for £10, which sum he had ob- 
tain- d on tho endoraomeut of u brothor ctli 
cm , Constable Fitzaimmons. It waa through 
;iis latter that she finally obtained newa of 
him. Fitzsimmons was anxioua to rooovor 
the £10, which meant two months' pay, and 
hearing that Kavanaugh waa in this part of 
the world wroto to the ohief of polico at 
Vancouvor to aBk if Kavanaugh waa on the 
force there Tho roply wai that ho was in 
Victoria. 

Then Mra. Kavanaugh camo hero In June 
last with tho express purpose, aB sho herself 
•ays, " of making trouble for him on account 
of what ho did in Ireland." She said no 
thing of hor planB ; went to tho Dominion 
hotel on arrival here; and loft a surprise 
for her husband ut the polico Btation in the 
form of a note asking him to call.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

A Piscatorial Curiosity— Dr. Jordan to Pay 
Victoria a Visit— Slaughter for 
Hides and Horns. 

There waa a largely attonded mooting cf 
tho Natural History Society laat evening I" 
tho legislative library rooms. After several 
Bpeoimona had been reported, tho president, 
Mr. Ashdowno Green, road a letter from Dr. 
Jordan, resident of the Lolanu-Stanford 
Junior University, California, reporting on 
Bpoclmona of fish that had beon aont to him 
for the purpose of identification. Ono of 
these, obtained by Mr. Herberb Stunton, 
Nanatmo, and which is now In the muueum, 
is a curiosity, and with respect to the hoad 
resembles somewhat tho wolf fith Speak- 
ing of it, Dr Jordan said lb " seems to ba a 
blenny, bub beyond that I oannob reooncilo 
him with any genus or family of thab tribo 
whioh ib known. Ib ia certainly now to 
Boionco." 

Mr. VV. F. Burton, who had boBn on a two 
months' expedition after lilg Horn In tho in- 
terior, spoke concerning tho alarming way 
in which tho rams are being exterminated 
by tho Indians, simply for thoir hides and 
horns. 

Mr. Archer Martin, who has mado a Bpeo 
ial Btudy of Northwest hlstoiy, read a paper 
giving, principally, extracts from tho des- 
patches of Govcrtor Simpson to tho Home 
committee of tho Hudson's Bay Co., in 1825 
Mr. Martin prefaced this paper with a run- 
ning referenoe to tho early explorers, TUdla- 
aon, Vendridges, Henry, Thompson, Fraeer, 
McKeezio and others, pointing out. that the 
early history of the Weat was reploto wiih 
doeds of heroiain, romanoe and adventure,

When sho wqh very 111, she anys, neither 
ho nor his mother provided for her ; at no 
timo did ho supply her with any monoy ; 
und when alio bought any necessaries for her- 
self or baby she usod her own funds for the 
purpose. Finally sho decided upon vigor- 
ous action and laid a formal ohargo against 
hor husband with Chief Shoppard, instanc- 
ing hor deaortion in Ireland, the fact that 
Kavanaugh hud borrowed £50 from hor and 
failed to repay lb j hia refusal to allow hor 
to tako tho boy to churoh ; tho fact thud ho 
had threatened her with his baton ; uurj i?u 
neglect of her husband to provido for hor. 

Kavanaugh cillod at the Colonist oilico 
on Saturday evening and gave hia side oi 
tho story briefly. Ho denied the_ right of 
bho commieaionora lo investigate hia privato 
affj-lra, holding that for his duty aB an offi- 
cer and for that alono ho was responsible to 
them. 

"If my wife had chargos of ill-treatment 
or nogloot to prefer, sho should havo boeu 
reforrod to. tho courts of law," ho said. " I 
am answerable as a man for my oonduct to 
them — as a polico oilicor only to tho polico 
commissioners. And honco I do nob bhink 
tho chief had any right to suspend me, or 
tho commissioners a right to consider 
charged laid by my wife, which will be 
found to bo frivolous when the timo cornea 
to inquire into thorn. I havo rotainod a 
lawyer and will fight this matter through." 

As to his Irlbh record, Kavanaugh points 
to hia honorable diachargo from the consta- 
bulary. He has beon doing hia best, ho 
aaya, and has no reason to bo ashamed of 
either hia public or privato atfuirB. 

Tho point that tolls moat against tho hus- 
band in this matter, is that bol'ore daylight 
yesterday morning ho sold tho coutentB ol 
his houso to Mr. W. T. Hardakor, by whom 
thoy woro immediately removed. Mrs. 
Kavanaugh waa lockod in hor room whilo 
the dwelling was being Btripped of its furni- 
ture, and when sho attempted to leave, by 
tho window, tho chair upon whioh sho had 
intondod to descend waa spirited away. No 
word of explanation was given hor, and aho 
fully believes herself a second timo deserted. 
Aa to Kavanaugh'o polico record here, tho 
only thing that ia said against him ia that 
ho secured appointmonb on tho fahe declar- 
ation thab he waa an unmarried man.

THE COURTS OF LAW. 

Beer v. London & Canadian Insurance Co. 
Opens Before Mr. Justice Drake. 

Tho insurance cobo of Boer v. London & 
Canadian InBuranoo Co. opened boforo Mr. 
Juatlco Drake yestorday. The plaintiffs 
statement cf claim allogea that In March 
laBt Elizabeth Beor (tho plaintiff) secured a 
loan of §1,000 from the British Columbia 
Laud and Investment Co. and tho company 
requiring aeourity Bhe took out a polioy for 
$:i.500 in tho London & Canadian Insurance 
Co. on her hourie and proporty, lot 17, 
block :i, Victoria West. Tho houso burned 
down on April 7 and tho compiuy rolueed to 
pay the loss ; nonce tho action, which in- 
cludes 51,000 damages. 

Dofendanta deny that- they havo any 
liability in tho matter. They claim that 
tiio inBuranco polioy taken out in thoir 
company waa subject to conditions that 
plaintiff did not obsorve. Among other 
things they allego thab there was a prior in- 
surant of £2,000 in tho EiBtern Asauranco 
Co. on tho property, and the policy for 
§3 500 svaa only given by defendants on the 
undertaking by plaintiff to cancol tho 
prior insurance in the Eastern Aesurunoe Co, 

Tho plalntiffa side of the case was hoard 
yestorday. H. E. Beer, husband of the 
plaintiff, stated that he had taken tho §2,000 
policy to Beaumont Bogga, agent of the 
EaBtern, for cancellation. It being uftor 
banking hours on a Saturday afterLoon Mr. 
Bogga had not the caah to pay the roturn 
premium, but offered to give witness a chock 
for the amount. VVitneaa aaid he wanted 
tho caBh, and aaid he would get 
hia wife's aign&turo to tho re- 
ceipt for tho return premium and 
seiid it to Mr. Biggs on Monday. Witnona 
went out of town that night taking tho 
polioy with him, but Bent it bick to Mr. H 
G. Hall with instructions to get tho return. 
Before thia was done the houso waa 
burned down. Tho plaintiff claitnB thab tho 
Intimition to Mr. Boggs waa praotloilly a 
oancelUtlrn of the policy with the Eiatern 
ABiuranco Co. , but dofendant on tho other 
hand contonda that the cancellation was not 
effected and the prior inauranco waa there- 
fore in foroo at the timo of the fire.
